Ihe popu- 
lation of (he Wellington district on the 
lit January was three (houaand nine 
hundred and seventy -a?v* n. •>( whom 
(aceording to Ijritnitune l ilaliatict of tlie 
sou the rn settle me tils of New Zealand) two 
tbuuiand six hundred and sijrty-ie»en 
reside in the town of Wellington. The 
eiport, of the year lh 16 amounted lo 
aeai,281, principally whale oil can K hl in 
Cook's Strsita. 

Let us nuw (urn to lifore(on Bay- It 
is impossible lo say what is the population 
of ihe district the produce of which is 
•hipped at Moretun Bay, because it occa- 
Blunally varies , person, who send then 
wool to Morelon [lay one year, send- 
ing It round to (he Clarence or Port 
Macquarie, or even to the Hunter, in 
another. The count! >' in the neighbour* 
houd of Ihe Biiibane, aod lo the northward 
of it, ■-, however, fast ailing up, and we 
■hall not be far oui if we take the popu- 
lation of the dutriclj depending upon 
Moretun Bay at five thousand soul., or 
twenty per cent, mure than the population 
of Ihe district uf Wellington, while the 
Population of the towns uf North and 
eiuuLti Brisbane, the capiml of the district, 
is little mute (ban a thousand (960 at the 
dale of (he last census) or about 
a (hird of that of Wellington. Ihe 
exports, of MoTelou Bay will Ihu yrar 
consist of four thousand hale, of wool, 
which, wilh tallow and beef, will make the 
total value more than £1 00,000, or three 
limes the amounl uf lh»t from the district 
of Wellington. 

We need liardly say, that the district uf 
Moreton Bay is in the mos( flourishing 
cooditiuu, its p rug -e.s being checked by 
nuthing but a want uf labour ; while (he 
inhabitants of the district of Wellington 
are living on (he commissariat expendi- 
ture, anctlhnr number is rather decreasing 
than impruving, 

1 f I he pn ijec lor < of t he ne w colon j- follow 
(he example set Ihein at Morelon Bay, 
and nccupy the inttrior before ihey build 
towns, they will pruhably be a* successful 
Ha the squatters and settlers of Morelon 
Hiiy have been 1 if, on Iht contrary, ihey 
devote their ene rgie.i lo gambling in town 
lots, they will involve in ruin all who 
may be unfuitunale enough lo come oul 
under Iheir auspices, or may entrust (hem 
with I heir funds. 

An Association for the purpose of 
forming a sjrllleiuent for (he growth of 
cotton wv formed in Glasgow early in 
August, bui we believe nu inforrnsiion as 
to the intention of its prumoleri hu 
been received in (he Colony, except thai 
t( is baaed upon Dr. Lahu's letter, which 
has already appeared in the Herald. 

In Manchester the attention of the 
public has also been drawn to the subject, 
and we observe in the AfmtrAea'ter At* 
u«iMfr,of the lilsl Joly. thai Dr. Udit, 
a surgeon, who has made several visit* to 
this colony iu charge uf emigrants, and 
is well knowu in Sydney, has been de- 
livering a speech or lecture before the 
Manchester Chamber of Commerce on (he 
nubjrti, and as it n a curiosity in its 
way, we give it, as reported, in another 
part of this morning's lltraid. 

The DoiTOli unblushing assertion 
that he hu had a million of acres of land 
promised him by liie (Jovrrnment i. one 
uf the must tieaiendous bouncert that we 
have read for aome time. When we first 
read ii, we thought ihe reporters must 
have misunderstood the doctor , but we 
observe that the assertion is made in the 
preliminary letter sent to the Fecretary of 
Ihe Chamber, su tha( there can be no mis- 
take This we imagine must have upset Dr. 
Unit 'a plans, for there are many people 
in England who k now that the colonial go- 
vernment could ou more promise to grant 
a million of acres than lo grant a million 
of sove reigns. 'The Chamber of Com- 
mcrre having aasembled for the eipreaa 
purpuse of hearing Dr. Tout's plana, ne 
do not Lli j- k they should have been 
told lil&t Ihe !'<'•: on had a " peculiar 
way of raising (he funds if he tould but 
gel a preliminary start," without being 
informed in what lhai peculiarly 
consisted, and we have nu doubt 
lhal was one of the reaaons why the 
" preliminary start" was not furthcoming. 
When the Dot i us had invented hit million 
or arret, it was not worth while being 
particular as (o its producls and value, 
and we are rather surprised therefore that 
he should hare declared that the " aVone, 
lead, copper, tin, silver, and gold (which 
we learn is entirely claimed by the 
Qt'XEx) was, partly on the land behind 
hi* million of antes ; bul perhaps he ima- 
gined thai land rontaining minerals i. 
not generally adapted fur the gmwlb ul 
col ion. The Doxro* haa alto an me 
uriuus ideas ahuut immigntlion (he 
emigration from England is lo pay itself, 
how, does not appear , while a couple of 
steamers are to " sun over the immigrant, 
from China' in leu dtyt, at an cipense 
of £1 a head . and Ihis titer! ion tppears 
to have passed unnoticed, although there 
must hive been many gcDlletnen pretent 
whote acquaintance wilh ateam naviga- 
tion would convince them how utterly 
absurd such t atatement cncjst be. 

We do sat observe thai any questions 
were asked as lo the grand feature, of the 
acheme— the milt'on nf acre, which Dr. 
Ud^v hat the promise of t but as he had 
been robbed of hitpaperi.of course he had 
a ready mode of evading any reply lo In- 
convenient questions, 

The speech uf Dr. U>i conlaini to 
many groat absurdillea, lhal, ignucaiit as 
people in bngland generally are of all 
that relates to the colony, they could 
Dot fail of detection , tnd all we fear it, 
that the diacovary of the attempted impo- 
sition may have an injurious effect upou 
the formation of Ihe Q lasgow .4saoclatic.ii, 
and thus this miserable charlatan might 
people lo look wilh a tuspicioui eye 
. tthemtwhitbbidt fair,. nder judi- 
■nnagemen:, to he beneficial loalt 
concerned iu tl, aud of qteal ailvaulage to 
the cv'lo'-y.
